Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twelfth  annual  report. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  at  the  middle  of  1967  is  estimated  • 
by  the  Registrar  General  at  48,500.  Though  the  crude  death  rate  at  9.6  per 
1,000  population  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  District, 
this  rate  reflects  to  a  considerable  extent  the  relatively  high  proportion  of 
persons  in  the  younger  age  groups  ir  the  population  of  Horsley;  it  is  therefore 
more  realistic  to  compare  the  "adjusted"  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  for 
1967  (13.8)  with  the  national  rate,  which  was  only  11.2.  The  crude  birth  ra+e 
at  17.7  was  higner  than  fcr  any  year  since  1956,  but  the  other  vital  statistics 
commonly  quoted  -  the  still  birth  rate,  infant  mortality  and  neonatal  mortality 
rate  -  all  fell  within  the  range  of  fluctuation  experienced  during  the  past  five 
years.  For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  District. 

77  cases  of  dysentery  and  26  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  the  latter  being  comprised  mainly  in  two  outbreaks,  one  at  Peel  Hall  Hospital, 
the  other  at  a  school.  Apart  from  these  two  incidents,  the  picture  presented  by 
the  notification  of  infectious  disease  in  the  District  was  unspectacular.  With 
reference  to  tuberculosis,  however,  the  lowest  number  of  new  cases  ever  notified 
in  one  calendar  year  was  six  new  cases  in  1964;  this  was  the  nadir  of  a  long  decline 
in  incidence  extending  over  many  years  which  has  been  the  subject  of  comment  on 
several  occasions  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports;  though  the  numbers  are  small,  one 
notes  that  they  have  in  fact  increased  in  each  of  the  three  years  since  1964,  and 
that  14  cases  were  notified  in  1967.

available,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  protection  will  be  widely  used  so  as  to 
modify  or  eliminate  the  outbreaks  affecting  particularly  the  infant  school  and 
pre-school  population  which  have  always  been  a  regular  feature  of  the  epidemiological 
scene:  children  who  have  not  already  had  measles  should  be  vaccinated,  only  one 

injection  being  necessary,  given  preferably  during  the  second  year  of  life. 
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Your  fourth  Smoke  Control  Order,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  December  1967, 
effected  an  increase  from  18$  to  28$  in  the  proportion  of  all  the  dwellings  in  the 
District  which  are  included  in  Smoke  Contrdl  areas.  This  proportion  will  rise  to 
39$  when  your  fifth  Order  -  affecting  the  largest  number  of  premises  yet  comprised 
within  a  single  Order  -  comes  into  operation  on  1st  December  1968. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1962  I  wrote: 

"On  December  14th  1962  Local  Authorities  were  informed  that  the 
Ministry  of -Health  was  ready  to  approve  the  making  of  arrangements  with 
water  undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  which 
are  deficient  in  it  naturally.  Since  that  date  the  general  public  has 
been  confused  by  controversy  between  the  antagonists  of  this  measure  and 
its  supporters.  The  salient  facts  appear  to  me  to  be  these:— 

»(l)  The  dental  health  of )  people  in  this  country,  particularly 
of  children,  is  very  bad; 

"(2)  Fluoridation  is  the  most  effective  method  of  reducing 
the  incidence  of  dental  caries,  and  it  is  simple, 
safe  and  cheap;  and 

"(3)  Fluoridation  is  not  the  introduction  into  drinking  water  of 
a  chemical  which  is  foreign  to  it,  but  the  bringing  up  to 
a  recommended  level  of  an  ion  which  has  been  present  at 
much  higher  levels  in  some  waters  from  time  immemorial. 

"It  is  to  the  credit  of  your  Council  that  a  resolution  supporting 
this  great  preventative  measure  of  the  future  has  been  recorded,  and  I 
hope  that  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority  and  the  Manchester  and  Bolton  Corporations  as  water 
undertakers  will  reach  agreement  in  this  matter  so  that  the  people  of  Worsley 
may  have  the  benefit  of  fluoridated  water." 

Nothing  that  has  happened  in  the  intervening  five  years  has  given  me  occasion 
to  modify  my  opinion,  which  I  feel  it  is  appropriate . to  re-state  at  this  juncture 
in  view  of  the  further  consideration  which  is  now  being  given  to  the  matter  by  the 
Bolton  Corporation. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr. Haworth  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
loyal  service,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Officers  of  other  Departments  for 
helpful  advice  and  ready  co-operation,  and  to  you  for  the  support  and  confidence 
you  have  given  throughout  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

# 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Borough  of  Farnworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  on  the  east  by 
the  Borough  of  Swinton  &  Pendlebury,  on  the  south  by  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Irlam,  and  on  the  west  by  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being 
Spa  Lane,  near  the  Farnworth  Boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum, 
and  the  lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76  feet 
above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly  residential 
and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to  mining 
subsidence. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities.  Two  trunk  roads, 
the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (a.580)  and  the  Manchester  to  Chorly  Road  (A.6) 
and  a  length  of  the  M.62  Motorway  pass  through  the  district,  the  latter  terminating 
at  Worsley  Court  House.  In  addition  there  are  many  mineral  railway  lines  radiating 
from  collieries  to  the  'Karious  disposal  points.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along 
which  large  quantities  of  coal  are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to 
west. 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  principal 
industries  are  as  follows:-  iron  and  brass  foundries,  light  and  heavy  engineering, 
tailoring  and  garment  making,  cotton  spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  chemical 
manufacture  and  food  preparation  and  processing.  In  addition  a  large  proportion 
of  the  population  is  employed  in  the  mining  industry. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on 
the  health  of  residents  in  the  district. 

There  were  15,073  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  The  represents 
a.  uensuxy  oi  3.01  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse. 

POPULATION  (TABLE  II ) 

The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  theRegistrar  General  at 
mid-1967  was  48, 500, an  increase  of  700  on  the  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  (47,800),  an  increase  of  21,150  on  the  1951  census,  and  an 
increase  of  8,107  on  the  1961  census. 
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BIRTHS  (See  Table  I  and  II ) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1967  was  862  (446  males  and  416  females)  - 
as  compared  with  785  in  1966.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  17.7  per  1,000 
population  which  is  a  little  above  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  (16.4)  and 
above  the  rate  for  the  five  years  1962/1966  (16.8). 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  i) 

The  still-births  numbered  19.  The  still-birth  rate  was  22.0  per  1,000 
total  births  as  compared  with  21.2  per  1,000  in  1966  and  an  average  rate  of 
17.8  for  the  five  years  1962/1966. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  ( See  Table  i) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1967. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I  AND  II ) 

During  1967  there  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.0  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is 
below  the  average  rate  of  18.8  for  the  five  years  1962/1966  and  is  also  below  the 
National  rate  of  18.3  1967. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
month  of  life,  were  8  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  9.0  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  12.5  for  the  five  years  1962/1966. 

The  perinatal  deaths  i.e.  the  number  of  still-births  (19)  plus  the 
number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  (5)  were  24. 

This  gives  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  27.0  per  1,000  live  and  still-births. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  468  compared  with 
545  in  1966.  The  crude  death  rate  was  9.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  11.4  for  1966.  If  the  death  rate  for  the  District  is  to  be 
fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it  should  be 
multiplied  by  theRegistrar  General's  "comparability  factor"  (l.44  for  Worsley) 
to  give  the  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.8  per  1,000  population.  This  factor 
takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different 
districts  and  the  presence  in  any  district  of  a  Chronic  sick  hospital  (which 
would  otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district).  The 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1967  was  11.2  per  1,000  population. 
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The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causer 
relating  to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos. 17  to  21;  which 
together  accounted  for  266  deaths  or  56.8^  of  the  total.  The  high 
proportion  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below. 
Bronchitis  was  responsible  for  28  deaths  or  6.0^  of  the  total  deaths.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1967  represent  17.7 /  of  all  deaths  in 
the  district  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  1.9  per  1,000  population. 

The  National  rate  for  1967  was  2.27  per  1,000  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 


During  the  year  there  were  104  deaths  (69  males  and  35  females)  in  which 
the  causes  of  deaths  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or 
coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  22.2 $  of  all  deaths  in  the  district 
(compared  with  20.0^  in  the  previous  year).

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  BISEASES( TABLE  V) 


There  were  399  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  (including 
tuberculosis)  during  the  year  compared  with  315  during  1966*  232  c:  these 

were  cases  of  measles. 

There  were  77  confirmed  cases  of  dysentery  which  was  an  increase  of 
53  on  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  49  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning,  22  were  notified  and 
27  otherwise  ascertained. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  14  new 
cases  during  the  year  (10  respiratory  and  4  non-respiractory)  and  that  there 
was  one  death.  This  death  represents  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of 
0.02  per  1,000  ppulation,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  tales 
of  0.042.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  decrease  of 
13  in  the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the 
Distriot .

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for 
many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally 
in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

During  the  year  under  report  the  number  of  persons  who  received  primary 
vaccdmatipm  was  804  compared  with  848  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  persor 
•who  were  given  reinforcement  doses  was  506  compared  with  369  in  1966. 

B.C.G. Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children  about  to 
leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested  for 
susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against 
tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  has  shown  them  to  be 
susceptible  to  this  disease.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 


Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  action  under  this  section  was 
required.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  environmental  health  services  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 1967. 

The  report  is  similar  in  form  to  those  of  previous  years,  and  from  the 
statistical  tables  a  general  idea  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  performed  by 
officers  of  the  department  can  be  gleaned. 

Routine  inspections  of  a  variety  of  types  of  premises  e.g.  food  premises, 
offices  and  shops,  and  factories,  continued  during  the  year.  Generally  speaking 
the  hygienic  condition  of  these  premises  ms  satisfactory,  although  one  would  be 
pleased  to  see  some  of  the  older  buildings  replaced  by  modern  buildings  of 
suitable  design. 

The  encroachment  of  dwelling  houses  onto  land  adjoining  farms  and  changes 
in  farming  practices  gave  rise  to  two  major  complaints  during  the  year.  In  one 
case  a  serious  odour  nuisance  arose  from  the  spreading  of  semi-liquid  poultry 
manure  produced  at  what  can  best  be  described  as  a  factory  poultry  farm.  Chickens 
are  intensively  reared  indoors,  and  the  manure  from  these  birds  is  washed  by  water 
into  underground  storage  tanks.  This  semi-liquid  manure  is  pumped  out  at  frequent 
intervals  into  a  mobile  tanker  from  which  it  is  spread  onto  pasture  land,  creating 
a  nauseating  odour.  Experiments  are  taking  place  to  mask  the  odour  by  means 
of  specially  formulated  chemical  deodorisers. 

The  second  complaint  concerned  noise  produced  by  air  impellors  used  in  grass 
drying.  The  fans  are  operated  continually  during  the  grass  cutting  season  and 
they  create  an  incessant  humming  noise  which  can  be  most  disturbing  to  nearby 
residents.  Temporary  baffles  were  erected  in  an  effort  to  minimise  the  nuisance 
and  these  were  partially  successful.  It  is  hoped  that  permanent  and  improved 
baffles  will  eliminate  the  nuisance  in  future. 

Fifteen  hundred  houses  became  the  subject  of  a  Smoke  Control  Order  during  the 
year  and  proposals  to  include  a  further  eighteen  hundred  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  for  his  approval.  If  progress  can  be  continued  at  this  rate  the  whole 
area  should  be  completely  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  by  the  end  of  1975. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967  received  the  Royal  Assent  in  July,  and,  amongst 
other-  matters,  aims  to  control  the  unlawful  dumping  of  motor  vehicles  and  other 
forms  of  rubbish  on  land  in  the  open  air.  Severe  penalties  can  now  be  imposed  on 
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persons  who  abandon  such  rubbish  on  opeA  sites.  The  Act  also  imposes  certain 
duties  upon  local  authorities;  these  include  the  provision  of  dumps  for  the 
reception  of  rubbish  from  householders  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
abandoned  motor  vehicles.  These  duties  are  not  obligatory  until  1968,  but  the 
Council  already  permit  the  use  of  their  refuse  tip  at  Booth  Hall  Lane,  Boothstown 
by  householders  and  they  have  an  arrangement  with  a  scrap  metal  merchant  for  the 
removal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  Act  will  be 
instrumental  in  preventing  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  on  open  spaces 
throughout  the  town. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
Dr.Elwood,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
support  during  the  year.

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GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 


The  number  of  complaints  recorded  at  the  office  amounted  to  947  which  is 
147  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Complaints  relating  to  the  condition  of  houses  amounted  to  88  which 
represents  only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  total  houses  in  the  district. 

668  complaints  were  received  relating  to  rodent  or  insect  infestations. 

Details  of  the  department's  activities  can  be  gleaned  from  the  figures 
given  in  Tables  XI  and  XII. 

Most  nuisances  were  abated  by  means  of  informal  action  and  it  was  only 
necessary  to  serve  ten  statutory  notices  during  the  year. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  five  offences  against  the  Clean 
Air  Act  1956,  one  against  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960,  and  four 
against. the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955,  one  of  which  was  dismissed. 

HOUSING 

Housing  Conditions 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  area  is  estimated  to  be  16,073  and  of  these 
7,928  (43.3  per  cent)  are  owned  by  the  Council.  Approximately  1,000  of  the 
8,145  houses  in  private  ownership  are  tenanted,  and  the  remainder  are  occupied 
by  the  owners. 

From  these  figures  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  decline  in  the  number  of 
complaints  received  about  housing  defects.  As  more  and  more  houses  cease  to  be 
tenanted  this  is  bound  to  be  the  case.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  not  unc.ommon 
for  almost  all  the  houses  in  our  clearance  areas  to  be  owned  by  the  occupiers. 
This  is  a  complete  reversal  of  the  position  which  existed  some  few  years  ago. 

There  is  no  serious  slum  clearance  problem  in  the  area.  There  are  no 
congested  areas  in  the  district,  and  clearance  areas  usually  consist  of  small 
terraces  of  aged  houses.  However,  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  older 
houses  which  are  reaching  the  twilight  of  their  life  and  will  need  to  be  replaced 
within  the  next  fifteen  years  or  so.  One  can  never  say  with  finality  that  one's 
slum  clearance  programme  is  completed;  it  may  be  for  the  time  being,  but  as 
property  ages  then  houses  will  need  to  be  replaced. 

There  is  virtuallv  no  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district. 

The  demand  for,  and  the  availability  of  houses  are  more  or  less  equal,  and 
consequently  the  Council  have  decided  that  no  contracts  for  the  erection  of  new 
dwellings  be  entered  into  during  1968,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  flatlet 
scheme  for  aged  persons  and  a  number  of  maisonettes  in  the  extension  to  the 
Little  Hulton  District  Shopping  Centre. 
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Slum  Clearance  (Table  XIII ) 


Ninety-seven  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  four  of  which  were  dealt  with  by 
individual  unfit  house  procedure  and  the  remainder  were  included  in  clearance 
areas . 

In  all  cases  the  houses  in  clearance  areas  are  to  be  demolished  by  the 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  relevant  compulsory  orders.  This  procedure 
ensures  a  more-  efficient  clearance  of  the  sites.

During  the  year  fourteen  houses  were  demolished,  one  house  closed  for 
habitation  and  fifty-seven  people  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  from  unfit 
houses . 

Housing  Repairs  (Table  XII )

Improvement  Grants 

30  applications  for  discretionary  grants  and  35  for  standard  grants  were 
received  by  the  Council  and  all  with  the  exception  of  two  were  approved.  Work 
was  completed  at  59  houses.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  and  XVl) 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  inspection  service. 

133  bovines  and  758  sheep,  making  a  total  of  891  were  inspected  after 
slaughter. 

The  total  weight  of  carcase  meat  and  organs  condemned  amounted  to 
8cwts.  36. lbs. 

The  amount  of  other  foods  condemned  amounted  to  36cwts.  1.1b.  This 
weight  included  a  quantity  of  various  foods  resulting  from  the  breakdown  of 
refrigerators  at  food  premises.

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Food  Complaints 


Fourteen  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  regarding  the  quality 
of  foodstuffs. 

Four  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in  foods;  three  foods  had  an 
objectionable  odour;  insects  were  found  in  three  foods;  moulds  were  present 

in  two  cases;  and  two  milk  bottles  were  dirty. 

♦ 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  four  of  these  cases  and  fines  of 
twentyfive  pounds  were  imposed  in  respect  of  two  and  five  pounds  in  one  instance, 
the  fourth  case  was  dismissed  as  not  proven. 

When  one  considers  the  amount  and  variety  of  foodstuffs  which  receive  some 
form  of  preparation  and  packaging,  it  is  not  surprising  that,  either  due  to 
mechanical  or  human  failure,  something,  sometime,  goes  wrong.  It  is,  perhaps, 
surprising  that  the  amount  of  spoilage  is  so  low.  Nevertheless,  a  full 
investigation  is  made  by  the  department  into  all  complaints  and  the  full 
circumstances  are  examined.  In  the  light  of  information  obtained  the  Council 
are  able  to  decide  whether  legal  pqrooeedings  are  appropriate  or  whether  the  matter 
can  best  be  dealt  with  informally  by  making  representations  to  the  suppliers  or 
manufacturers  or  both.  If  gross  negligence  is  suspected,  thai  obviously  the 
offence  is  deserving  of  a  penalty,  but  if  this  is  not  the  case  and  the  suppliers 
or  manufacturers  are  anxious  and  prepared  to  take  steps  to  prevent  a  recurrence 
of  the  incident,  then  I  feel  that  a  warning  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

Food  Premises  (Tables  XVIII  and  XIX) 


All  types  of  food  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  whilst  a 
number  of  infringements  of  theFood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  were  observed 
(see  Table  XIX)  it  was  considered  to  be  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  only 
in  respect  of  a  dirty  ice  cream  van,  the  proprietor  of  which  was  fined  £30. 

In  other  cases  the  occupiers  of  food  premises  were  anxious  to  co-operate 
to  avoid  further  contravention  of  the  Regulations. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets  Stalls  &  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966, 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  January  1967,  and  cover,  amongst  other  matters,  the 
construction  of  food  stalls,  condition  of  equipment,  protection  of  food  from 
contamination,  personal  cleanliness,  provision  of  first  aid  materials,  lighting 
of  stalls,  accumulation  of  refuse,  water  supply  and  the  provision  of  sinks  and 
wash-basins.  * 

The  food  stalls  in  the  Council's  new  shopping  hall  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory  and  a  number  of  exemption  certificates  were  issued  to  occupiers  which 
relieved  them  of  providing  either  a  wash-basin  or  supply  of  hot  water  on  the  stalls 
as  these  facilities  were  provided  by  the  Council  in  a  convenient  and  readily 
accessible  position. 
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Pesticide  Residues  in  Foodstuffs 


A  National  Survey  of  pesticide  residues  in  foodstuffs  commenced  in  1966 
and  is  intended  to  indicate  whether  foodstuffs  in  common  use  are  being 
contaminated  and  to  what  extent. 

The  Council  are  participating  in  this  nation  wide  survey  and  the 
f  ollowing  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  examined  by  the  Public

Milk  Supply 

All  milk  retailed  within  the  district,  except  a  small  quantity  of  raw  milk 
bottled  at  two  farms  in  the  district,  is  processed  outside  the  district. 

Brucella  organisms  were  found  in  the  raw  milk  of  a  local  producer.  The 
affected  animal  was  identified  by  means  of  group  and  individual  samples  and  was 
removed  from  the  herd.  Until  such  time  that  the  animal  was  removed  from  the 
herd,  the  infected  milk  was  subjected  to  heat  treatment  in  accordance  with 
Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959. 

Ice  Cream 

No  contraventions  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1959,  were 
observed  at  the  three  registered  ice  cream  manufacturers  premises  in  the  district. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution( Table  XX ) 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  This 
body  consists  of  representatives  from  28  local  authorities. 

Three  volumetric  apparatus  were  in  use  during  the  year,  one  at  the 
Housing  Department,  12,  Bridgewater  Road,  Walkden,  one  at  Hulton  County  Secondary 
School  and  one  at  Bridgewater  School,  Worsley.  The  results  obtained  from 
these  instruments  (Table  XX)  are  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 

Smoke  Control  Areas 


Progress  during  the  past  year  was  encouraging.  Central  Ward  (Part  2) 
Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  the  1st  December,  1967  and  involved 
1£>61  dwellings.  The  number  of  premises  included  in  confirmed  orders  at  the 
end  of  the  year  amounted  to  4,679. 

In  addition  a  further  order  embracing  1,830  dwellings  in  the  Roe  Green 
and  Worsley  Village  areas  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation. 

Industrial  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Generally  speaking  industrial  premises  gave  no  cause  for  concern  and  the 
fitting  of  wet  washers  to  two  cupolas  of  a  foundry  eliminated  a  source  of 
complaint  of  fumes.  This  was  achieved  without  resorting  to  formal  action. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Council  successfully  prosecuted  the 
National  Coal  Board  for  five  smoke  offences  which  occurred  in  October , 1966. 
Smoke  from  the  Board's  locomotives  has  been  a  constant  nuisance  in  the  past 
but  the  closing  of  Mosley  Common  Colliery  should  mean  an  end  to  this  source 
of  pollution. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION 


Water  Supply  r 

All  houses  in  the  district  except  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i'th'Nook 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton  Corporation 
mains  and  the  southern  part  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

• 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combined 
and  partly  on  the  dual  system,  and  except  for  the  isolated  farms,  covers  the 
whole  of  the  district. 

The  sewage  works  at  The  Sycamores,  Little  Hulton,  receives  sewage  from 
the  whole  of  the  Little  Hulton  Area  with  the  exception  of  the  Worsley  Road 
North  District,  which  is  served  by  the  Ringley  Works  of  the  Bolton  and  District 
Joint  Sewage  Board. 

Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to 
the  Eccles  Corporation  Sewage  Works  for  treatment.

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Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 


Seven  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  investigated.  No  legal  action 
was  found  necessary. 

Pest  Control 


The  Council  employ  a  full-time  Rodent  Operative.  A  free  service  is 
given  to  householders  whilst  treatments  carried  out  at  business  premises  are 
chargeable. 

Pull  details  of  treatments  are  given  in  Table  XXII. 

550  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  by  either  rats  or  mice. 

The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  and  only  slight 
infestation  was  discovered. 

75  insect  infestations  were  dealt  with  by  the  department. 

Factories  and  Shops  (Table  XXI ) 

(a)  Factories  -  138  inspections  were  made  at  factories  and  28  defects 

relating  to  sanitary  arrangements  were  noted. 

(b)  Offices .Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

At  the  end  of  1967,  three  hundred  and  twenty  premises  were 
registered  under  the  above  Act.  During  the  year  one  hundred  and 
three  premises  received  a  general  inspection  and  since  the  passing 
of  the  Act  three  hundred  and  six  premises  have  been  inspected  involving 
six  hundred  and  fifty  visits  of  all-kinds. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Council  commenced  proceedings 
against  the  occupier  of  a  chemist's  shop  in  respect  of  accumulations 
of  refuse  on  floors,  lack  of  ventilation,  washing  facilities  not  kept 
clean,  floors  not  kept  free  from  obstruction,  balustrade  of  stairs  not 
properly  maintained,  floors  not  properly  maintained,  abstract  of  Act 
not  displayed  and  equipment  so  placed  that  it  could  not  be  used  without 
risk  of  bodily  injury.  On  an  undertaking  given  by  the  occupier's 
solicitor  at  the  hearing  that  this  client  would  take  immediate  steps  to 
remedy  the  unsatisfactory  conditions,  the  summonses  were  withdrawn. 

The  premises  were  brought  up  to  standard  in  accordance  with  the  undertaking. 

Apart  from  the  above  case,  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  usually 
less  serious  in  character.  In  all  cases  the  occupier's  attention  was 
drawn  to  any  contravention  existing  on  his  premises  with  an  instruction 
to  remedy  any  defect  or  omission.  The  occupiers  in  all  cases  were  willing 
to  comply  with  the  department's  requirements. 
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Nine  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were 
investigated.  A  summary  of  these  accidents  is  as  follows :-

HEALTH  EDUCATION

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal

The  weekly  sequence  of  refuse  collection  was  again  maintained,  with  the 
exception  of  the  two  weekly  holiday  periods.  A  cash  incentive  enabled  the 
fortnights  refuse  to  be  removed  during  each  week  following  the  holiday  periods 

To  maintain  this  regular  collection  without  a  full  cash  incentive  bonus 
scheme,  in  my  opinion,  is  very  commendable. 

The  refuse  collectors  have  a  very  disagreeable  job  and  one  which  has  to 
be  carried  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  the  financial  reward  is  not  high. 
They  deserve  the  commendation  not  only  of  the  Council  but  of  all  the  ratepayer 
of  the  district. 

The  year  1967  was  memorable  for  the  publication  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  set  up  by  the 
Minister  in  1967  to  examine  the  facts  of  refuse  collection;  to  what  extent 
it  is  unsatisfactory,  what  the  difficulties  are,  and  which  methods  are  proving 
most  successful;  and  to  consider  what  advice  can  be  given  to  local  authorities 
on  how  to  obtain  the  best  results. 

The  report  was  an  excellent  and  comprehensive  document  on  the  existing 
services  throughout  the  country.  It  was  perhaps,  a  little  disappointing  in  i 
lack  of  foresight  into  the  future  of  the  cleansing  service.  Nevertheless  its 
main  recommendations  are  sound  and  should  be  considered  by  all  authorities. 

Briefly,  the  main  recommendations  are  as  follows :- 

1.  Almost  all  local  authorities  need  to  take  some  action  to  improve 

their  service. 

2.  In  both  urban  and  rural  areas  house  refuse  should  be  collected  at 

least  once  a  week  to  prevent  fly  infestations. 

7.  The  volume  of  house  refuse  is  likely  to  continue  to  increase. 

Size  of  Bins  -  the  present  standard  bin  sizes  of  cu.feet  and 
7t  cu.feet  should  continue.  Although  the  yield  of  refuse  from  the 
average  family  may  eventually  rise  to  4  or  5  cubic  feet,  it  is 
easier  to  manage  two  smaller  bins  than  one  large  one. 

Both  dustless  loading  and  the  paper  sack  system,  properly  used, 
can  give  better  results  than  any  other  system  now  in  use.  They 
are  the.  only  two  systems  recommended  for  house-to-house  collection. 
Plastic  sacks  still  need  further  trial  before  they  can  be  considered 
for  general  adoption. 

Paper  &  Plastic  Sacks  as  liners  in  bins  -  Paper  sacks  are  not 
satisfactory  for  this  purpose.  More  experience  is  needed  before 
a  firm  opinion  can  be  expressed  on  the  use  of  plastic  sacks  as 
liners .

Municipal  provision  of  bins  or  sacks  -  Authorities  should  as  soon 
as  possible  undertake  the  provision  of  receptacles  for  refuse 
storage  at  all  the  residential  premises  from  which  they  collect. 

The  cost  should  be  charged  on  the  rates. 

For  larger  quantities  of  refuse,  bulk  containers  should  be  used  if 
possible . 

4.  All  authorities  should  use  vehicles  capable  of  reasonably  clean 
and  dust-free  loading;  these  conditions  will  only  be  satisfied 
by  rear  loaders.  Compression  greatly  increases  capacity  and 
continuous  compression  vehicles  give  greater  cleanliness. 

Side  loaders  and  barrier  loaders  are  not  satisfactory  and  should  be 
taken  out  of  service  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Vehicles  should  be  washed  inside  and  out  at  least  once  a  week; 
painted  or  varnished  surfaces  should  be  regularly  renewed,  and 
drivers  encouraged  to  look  after  their  vehicles. 

5-  All  local  authorities  should  collect  bulky  household  refuse  free 
of  charge,  even  large  quantities  of  unwanted  domestic  chattels 
(if  these  are  readily  accessible)  and  rubble  etc.  arising  from 
householders’  own  decorating  and  improvement  work.  We  do  not 
suggest  that  rubble  left  by  builder  should  be  taken  free. 

Local  authorities  should  accept  bulky  household  refuse  for  disposal 
free  of  charge  at  their  depots  or  tips. 

6.  Local  authorities  should  provide  or  arrange  for  car  disposal  facilities 
free  of  charge  to  private  persons  and  they  should  take  responsibility 
for  the  removal  of  vehicles  abandoned  in  the  street  or  elsewhere. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that  authorities  with  a  population  of  100,000  or 
more  should  have  a  separate  cleansing  department.  In  smaller 
authorities  a  cleansing  section  within  an  existing  department  is 
considered  satisfactory. 

Observations  on  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Report  and  their 
•relevance  to  Worsley 

The  Working  Party  state  that  almost  all  authorities  need  to  take  some 
action  to  improve  their  service  and  Worsley  cannot  claim  to  be  an  exception  to 
this  statement.  I  feel,  however,  that  Worsley  can  be  congratulated  on  measuring 
up  to  the  principal  recommendations  of  the  report,  and  in  fact  can  be  considered 
to  be  in  the  forefront  in  some  of  the  more  recent  developments  in  this  field. 

For  more  than  three  years  the  district  has  enjoyed  a  weekly  collection  of 
refuse  and  some  of  the  larger  food  shops  have  received  a  twice  weekly  service. 

The  observations  of  the  Working  Party  regarding  the  increased  volume  of 
refuse  in  the  coming  years  has  been  borne  out  by  our  experience  over  the  past 
few  years,  ana  we  may  well  be  faced  with  the  collection  of  two  bins  ot 
refuse  per  house. 


Members  will  be  aware  that  Worsley  was  one  of  the  first  authorities 
to  introduce  a  pilot  "paper  sack  system"  in  November  1963,  which  has  now  been 
extended  to  embrace  over  1500  properties.  Our  experience  has  proved  that  this 
or  similar  system  has  great  possibilities  although  further  research  is  needed 
before  the  general  introduction  of  a  scheme  could  be  recommended. 

Prior  to  the  publication  of  the  Report  small  scale  experiments  had  been 
carried  out  using  the  more  recently  developed  plastic  sack  as  a  "bin  liner". 

The  result  of  this  experiment  convinced  me  that  an  extension  of  these  tests 
involving  a  larger  number  of  houses  could  be  of  considerable  advantage  and  these 
were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Working  Party  have  strongly  recommended  that  Councils  should  adopt 
a  Municipal  bin  scheme.  Members  will  recall  that  this  was  considered  last 
year  and  deferred  because  of  the  economic  situation. 

The  report  recommends  the  adoption  of  bulk  containers  (approximately 
1  cu.yard  capacity)  for  trade  premises  and  larger  buildings.  In  anticipation  of 
this  the  two  most  recently  purchased  refuse  vehicles  were  ordered  with  the 
necessary  hydraulic  equipment  for  a  lifting  attachment. 

The  recommendations  appertaining  to  the  type  of  refuse  collection  vehicles 
have  already  been  met.  All  vehicles  engaged  on  normal  house  refuse  collection 
are  of  the  rear  loading  compression  type,  and  the  two  recently  purchased  vehicles 
are  the  continuous  compression  type. 

The  existing  vehicle  washing  arrangements  in  the  Towns  Yard  are  inadequate 
to  provide  the  proper  cleansing  of  vehicles  as  recommended  in  the  Report. 

The  collection  of  bulky  household  refuse  and  dumped  rubbish  is  already 
catered  for,  very  much  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Report. 

Abandoned  Motor  Vehicles 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  a  scrap  metal  merchant  to  remove 
unwanted  vehicles  from  the  district.  A  charge  of  £1  is  made  for  "shells" 
but  complete  vehicles  are  removed  free  of  charge. 

43  vehicles  were  arranged  for  removal,  by  the  department. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  During  the 
first  half  of  the  year  on  the  Vicars  Hall  Lane  tip  and  during  the  second  part 
cf  the  year  on  the  newly  developed  Booths  Hall  Road  tip. 

A  merchanical  shovel  and  tractor  with  trailer  are  used  in  tip  control.
